A SPANISH ALLIANCE. 


“It is: curious to observe,” says ths ‘Satar- 
day Review,” “how little thoaght is given by 
the English public to the political side of the 
Spanish matriage. Thia is due to two'causer, 
the human interest ina ‘love match’ which 
dominates the majority, and the gross igno- 
rance of Spanish affairs which prevails every- 
where in England: ‘There prevails the 
delusion that Spain does not matter in these 
days, she is decadent, and need not be se- 
rious!y cors:dsred. Unfortunately it was Lord 
Salisbury who made this fiction current ; it 
is not the opinion of those who are respon- 
sible for the conduct of. European affairs. 
By them the Spanish match is looked upon 
as one of th3 cleyersst moves of an astate 
royal diplomatict. If some Karopaan nations 
can afford to ignore Spain England ia rot 


‘among them, nor is any Power to whom 


the Mediterranean is an object of interest. 
The States outside of that category are oct 
‘Powers’ in any proper sense of the term. 
The development of. international intercourse 
places Spain in. a, position still more pyivi- 
leged than she enjoyed after the disooye 

of the New World. Geographically the growth 
of maritime Gommerce and of the overseas 
empire of other States gives her the command 
ofsea routes éven more securely than she 
he'd it after the exploits of the Conqnista- 
dores in the sixteenth century. When the 
Panama Canal is finished, ‘f “ever it is, Cadiz 
will be 860 miles nearer than Hamburg to 
San Francisco and also much nearer to the 
ports of Chili and Peru. Spain dominates 
geographically the Mediterranean routes and 
the ports of North Africa. Port Mahon is 
the strikidg. centre proviled by nature to 
command Toulon, Algiers, and Bizerta, while

which can, in tarn, do much to bring abouta 
closer rapprochement between the more highly 
developed of thaze states. The friendship of 
Latin Americé might be given to the friends 
of Spain and might have great value were 
President Roosevelt’s “big stick” to fall into 
the hands of an excitable successor.

THE RECENT “‘ REGRETTABLE” 
INCIDENTS,

_“Al Lewa” states that the Minister of the 
Interior recently summoned the Chancellor of 
the University of Al Azhar before bim and 
informed him that the Government viewed 
with regret the conduct of the undisciplined 
“Talaba” (students) of the great morque, in 
regard to which a complaint had been made 
by Mr. Sheldon Amos, judge of the Native 
Court, who recently visited the University 
accompanied by ladies, and, as we have already 
stated, met with considerable rudeness on 
the part of a number of students and hangers- 
on. Sheikh Selim Bishri was requested to 
arrange for a new system of receiving visitors 
at the University, and was informed that a 
detachment of police would be stationed near 
the mosque to prevent any repetition of such 
misconduct in the future. 

With reference to the complaint against the 
the Al Azhar students to which we recently 
made reference, “Al Lewa” writes :— “We 
sent a representative of our journal to Al 


| Azhar to enqnire whether there was any 


foundation for the statements recently made 
by the “Egyptian Gazette.” He obtained an 
interview with Sheikh Hassanein el Bouleki, 
& member of the Administration of the Univer- 
sity, who declared that. the students were 
busied in their studies at the time of the 
alleged misconduct, viz., shortly before sunset, 
when a sudden shower of rain caused consider- 
able confusion. The visitors’ atanding among 
the ‘Talaba’ who were hurrying each: to his 
‘rowak,’ to take shelter, were probably jostled 
in the general scurry and disorder.” 

The Sheikh assured the representative of 
“Al Lewa” that all courteous visitors to Al 
Azhar were welcomed, adding that it was ore 
of the principles. of Islam to treat visitors 
with courtesy. 

Sach is ‘‘Al Lewa’s” explanation. We have 
two questions to ask. Firstly, was Sheikh 
Hassanein el Boulaki present at the time of 
the alleged rudeness ? Secondly, how comes it 
that a jadge whose knowledge of Arabic is 
far above the average could make atch an error 
as to mistake unintentional jostling for deli- 


-| berate and continued rudeness’? We find it 


difficult to believe that Mr. Amos could have 
80 misinterpreted the gestures and acts of the 
atnderte. 

_ Oar contemporary will, we hope, give us a 
more convincing explanation of the ‘‘ragging” 
to which an Indian studeat was recently 
subjected, for the horrid crime of sympathising 
with Egypt and Great Britain and questioning 
the propriety of the recent Turkish aggressions 
at Tabah and El Rafah.

HIS APPRECIATION OF ENGLAND. 


The Rev. William Robertson writes in “Life 
and Work”: “Ag we travelled by railway from 
Port Said to Qairo, they pointed ont to us the 
field “of Tale Kai tha scene of the battle in 
wtich tha rebellion and power of Arabi were 
crashed by the victory of Sir Garnet Wolseley. 
The entrenchinents h3 raised can atill be seen, 
and many relics of the famous fight remain. 

“After his defeat Arabi ws condemned to 
be executed. But ultimately, on the interven- 
tion of the British, his life was spared and he 
and his assacciates were banished to Ceylon. 
There he remained a prisoner for eighteen 
years. About four years ago, as the result of 
appeals made on his behalf in the House of 
Commons, he was allowed to return to Egypt. 

“Tt was with considerable interest that we 
received an invitation to pay a visit to Arabi 
in his home in Cairo. 

“On arriving at a somewhat poor-looking 
house ina back street, we were shown into a 
dull, bleak room, rather meanly farnished ; the 
chairs, covered with red velvet, were greatly 
faded, and the carpet vas old and threadbare. 
Here we were received by Arabi himself. 
Although only sixty-five, he looks considerably 
older. He is tall, but rather bent and feeble- 
looking. He was dressed in black, with an over- 
coat and tarboosh, He speaks English to a 
limited extent, bat the conversation was 
mcstly carried on in Arabic, one of the friends 
to whose influence we owed our introduotion 
acting as interpreter. 

“There was something pathetic in the sight 
of the stern old warrior, now so brokensand 
subdued. He conversed quite frankly about 
both hie former experiences and his present 
position, expressing himeelf as deeply gratefal 
to the British, to whom, he is well aware, he 
is indebted for his life. He spoke in terms of 
warm appreciation of the marvellous work 
which Britain has done for Egypt, and es- 
pecially of the invalaable rervices which Lord 
Cromer has rendered to the country. He said 
that his own aim had been to deliver Egypt 
from incompetent rale and from the abuses 
from which it was suffering, and added that 
now he could see «that under British control 
the country has obtained tearly all those 
benefits which he had fought in the hope of 
securing, 

“T'wo remaining abuses, however, he would 
desire to see* remedied. One of these is the 
existence of separate courts of justice for the

the tax on date-palm trees. The date is so 
important, from # commercial point of view, 
that Arabi considers that it would be for the 
welfare of the country if this tax were re- 
moved. . 

“By and by, he touched more directly on 


his own personal affairs. Formerly hehad been- 


possessed of considerable private means, bat 
at the time of his condemnation ‘these wera 
taken possession of by the Government, and 
now he'lives on a pension of £600 a year, which 
he owes to the inflaence ot the British Govern- 
ment, He has, however, a family of sixteen 
children; and this allowance, he thinks, is 
insafficient to maintsin them in comfort. He 
contrasts witli own case the treatment 
accorded by Britain to Boer Generals after the 
South African War. Of course, one felt that 
there were twowides to the question ; but it 
was impossible not to feel a touch of sym- 
pathetic pity for the old man in the way in 
which the matter presents itself to him. 

‘He expressed a kind interest in our visit 
to Egypt, and conversed on many ordinary 
topics. One remark he made incidentally rather 
amnsed us. He referred with something of 
pride to the fact that a representation of 
him had been placed in Madame T'nssand’s 
exhibition in London. This he seemed to re- 
gard as a distinction. 

“Daring the course of our interviéw coftee 
was served in Egyptian fashion, and at the 
close Arabi asked us to leave him our visit- 
ing cards, and gave us his in exchange, 
writing -his autogragh on each of them— 
‘Ahmad Arabi, The Egyptian.’ 

“Altogether it was an interesting interview. 
Yet, when we tried to think what might have 
been if this man had won instead of losing 
at Tel-el-Kebir, we marvelled the more at 
the wonderfal’ results which have been 
brought about, both for Egypt, and for the 
world, through the failare ‘of the enterprise 
of which he had been the unfortunate leader.”

PENSION AND GRATUITY SCHEME, 


The following regalations have come into 
force in regard to pensions and gratuities of 
officials and employés of the Egyptian and 
Sodan Governments :— 

1. Officials and employés transferred with- 
out a break in their service from: the service 
of the Sadan Government to that of the 
Egyptian Government are permitted to count 
their service in the Sudan Gsvernment towards 
the penrion or gratuity to which they will be 
eventrally entitled for their service in the 
Egyptian Government, unless they wish at 
once to realiza such pension or gratuity as 
would accrue to them for their service in tha 
Sadan Government. In the latter ca3ze their 
service in the Sudan Government will not 
count towards the pension or gratuity to 
which they will be entitled for their service 
to the Egyptian Government, 

Théy must notify their choice in writing to 
the Administration to which they belong in 
the month following their transfer, in default 
of which the Egyptian Government will pay 
their eventual pension oF gratuity, calculating 
it entirely on therbasis of the services rendered 
to it subseqnent to their transfer, 

The payaient of pensions or: gratuities of 
such officials and employés who have choéen 
to accumulate their service in the two Govern- 


ments will he calculated on the ‘total service, / 


in accordance with the Egyptian pension law. 
Periods served under Sadan Government south 
of the 12th parallel of N. latitude will be 
reckoned as a third more than their actual 
duration. : 

The years passed in the Sudan in the 
service of the Sudan Government by those 
officials‘and employés comprised in Category 
B., mentioned in the pension law of the Sudan, 
will be augmented by a quarter of their dura- 
tion. © 

This “increase will be calculated on the 
basis of the length of effective service in the 
Sodan itself augmented by a third of the 
length of time passed South of the 12th 
parallel, N. latitude. 2 

2.. The officials and employés transferred 
without»break of service from the Egyptian 
Government to the Sudan Government are also 
allowed to count their service in the Egyptian 
Goveriiment towards payment of pension or 
gratuity to which they wonld ultimately be 
entitled fer their services to the Sudan Govern- 
ment, unless they elect to take at once the 
payment of the pension or gratuity accruing 
to them for their services to the Egyptian 
Government. In this last case their services 
to the Egyptian Government will not count 
towards the payment of the pension or gratuity 
tbh they might be entitled for thair 
‘servides to the Sadan Government 

They most notify their choice in writing to 
thie latter Goveroment during the month 
plown their transfer, in default of which 

@ Sadan Government will pay their pension 
On gratuity caloulated on the services rendered 
to it subsequent to their transfer. 


The payment of the pensio® or ths gratuity” 


of thos offisials and employéi who have 
chosen to acsumoulate their services in the two 
Governments will be caloulated on the total 
service in accordance with the Sadan pension 
law. However, the period passed in the cer- 
vice of the Egyptian Government, whether in 
times of war,, in the Sudan, or the Red Sea 
Coasts, will be calculated in eccordance with 
the Egyptian pension law. The total of the 
periods passed in the service of the Egyptian 
Government, adding the augmentation tor 
service whether in time of war, or in Sadan, 
or in Red Sea littoral, will be diminished. by 
one fifth.

WORKMEN TO ISSUE NEWSPAPER. 


“In our issue of yonasiay [99 reported that 
the compositors of our Gairo contemporary 
‘Les Pyramides” had gone ont. on‘atrike and 
that they had been joined later by those ot 
several other Cairo newspapers. We learn, 
however, from enquiry matie in Cairo, that 
although the compositors of ‘‘Les Pyramides” 
have strock work in the first iiistance a general 
lock-out was decided upon by the proprietors 
of the “Bosphore,” ‘Bourse Egyptienne,” 
" L’Egypte,” “ L’Imparziale,” “Journal du 
Caire,” “Progrds,” and “Pyramides,” who have 
formed a strong combination. The lock-ont 
is the result of the continuous demand for 
higher wages and redaced hours of work on 
the part of the compositors, and was finally 
necessitated by the support which thecom- 
positors of the combined papers were tendering 
to their colleagaes who were on strike. 

A daily bulletin of the most important news 
will be issued from to-morrow antil the end cf 
the lock-out by’ the papers mentioned for 
distribution to subscribers, . 

We understand that the workmen intend to 
publish a paper themselves*with a view to 
torcing the masters’ hands. 


A telegram received as we are going to 
press states that the men have approached the 
masters with a view to a settlement. A meeting 
will’ be held to-day.

HOW JAPS LEARNT TO SHOOT. 


That the Japanese: know-how to shoot has 
been made apparent to the nations, bat it 
would puzz'e most people to say who gave 
them their. first lesson in the nce of fire-arms.1- 
might possibly ba supposed that they borrow 
ed the art, as they have borrowed other things, 
from their Chinese neighbours, who-were cer- 
tainly acquainted with the virtuesof villainous 
salpetre long before ganpowder was introduced 
into Earope. Bat it was no Chinese mausketry 
instructor who taught the Jap to handle a gun. 


The lesson came from a Portuguese traveller } 


and soldier of fortane, one of the companions 
of tha renowned Fernand Mendez. Pinto, who 
tells the story. Pinto has been called the prince 
of liare, but the libel is quite without justifi 
cation. He was an accomplished traveller. 
Amongst othar things, he went to Lhasea, and 
took down a sermon preached by the Dala: 
Lama; bot that is another story. His ad- 
ventures in Japan were not the Jeast interest- 
ing part of his experiences. He tells us that 
when sailing the Eastern seas he and hi: 
comrades were wrecked and left stranded on a 
desert island. There they were picked up by 
a Chinese pirate. From his craft, after a series 
of mishaps, they landed on the island of 
Tanixauma, which may be identified with 
Tanega Shima, jast to the south of the 
southernmost of the four great islands of Japan. 
Here they were wall received by the Governor, 
who asked many questions aboat Portugal, 
“whereunto,” says Pinto, “we rendered him 
such answers 98 might rather fit his hamour 
than agree with the trath.” 

Invited on shore by the Japanese G»vernor 
of Tanega Shima, the Portuguese employed 
themselves in fishing, hunting, or visiting the 
temples of these Gentiles, as Pinto calls them. 
It happened that the Governor, when oat 
riding, saw one of them—Diego Z2imo'o— 
shooting with an arquebus, ‘'wherein he was 
very expert.’ The Governor had never set 
eyes on & gun before,.and was 20. mightily 
taken with this manner of shooting that he 
desired to be informed of the secret of the 
powder, which he concluded must be some 
sort of sorcery. Prond of the sengation he 
had created, Diego ‘made thee shoote’’ for 
the Governor's benefit, bringing down a kite 
and two turtle doves. The Governor was so 
delighted that he told Diego to get on his 
horse, and so rode with him to the palace, 
accompanied by a great crowd. Diego gave 
his arquebus to the Governor, who declared 
that he valued it more than all the treasures 
of China, and then persuaded his guest to 
teach him how to make gunpowder. Clever 
Japanese craftsmen were employed to make 
gone of the eame pattern ; and before Pinto 
and his companions left the island—that is, 
within five or six montlis—szix handred 
muskets had been tarned ont. Tho fame of 
the new weapon was soon carried across what 
we now call the Van Diemen Straits to the 
island of Kio-Kio, Pinto’s. kingdom of Bungo. 
The king, who was possibly no more.than a 
Daimio of high degree subject to the raler of all 
Japan, having heard of the arrival of the Portu- 
guese St -Tanega Shima,.and of the wonders 
Of theif discourse,wrote to.the Governor asking 
that hey might be forwarded to his capital ; 
“tor I: have heard of a truth,” he wrote, 
“that these same men have entertained you at 
large with all matters of the whole universe, 
and have affirmed anto you on their faith 
that there is snother world greater than ours, 
inhabitéd by black and tawny people.” The 
Governor was unwilling to part with Diego 
Zeimote until that marksman had taught bim 
to shoot as straight as he could himself; buat 
he sent Pinto and another Portuguese. These 
two were rowed acros: the Straits, and, after 
a long journey by land, came to “Fachea,” the 
capital, this doubtless being the Fukaoka of 
our maps, on the north-west coast. ‘The 
“King” was suffering at the time from gont; 


but Pinto, according to,his own version, cured. 


him in a month, by means of “a certain wood 
infased in water.” While the King was laid 
up, the Portuguese traveller enlightened him 
and the grandees of the Conrt on the subject 
of the universe in, general and the Kingdom of 
Portugal in particular, devoting his leisure 


time to sport. He shot a great.store of tartles 


and quails with his arqaebus; and this new 
manner of shooting, he writes; seemed no less 
marvellous to the inhabitants of this land 
than it had been to those of [enaga Shima. 
Bat the first introduction of firearms into 
the Kingdom of Bungo threatened at one time 


to have tragic consequences for the Porta- 


goese. The King’s son wanted to learn how to 
shoot, and begged Pinto to teach him. Pinto 
did his best to pat off the young prince ; bat 
one day, when the Portuguese was aslesp, the 


prince, seeing the arqnebus.hanging on the 


wall, took it down, charged it) abont two spans 
deep with powder, and then stole off with his 
prize. Selecting an rangatree asa mark, he 
aimed carefally, and then fired, the result. being 
that the barrel burst, and tha young gentle- 
man’s right thomb was all bat blowa< ff. Two 
Japanese boys whe were with him. ran away, 
and raised the cry that the prince had béen 
shot Sy tho stranger’s gun, and Pinto was 
roused by an angry mob, who put him itito 
irons, while the priests ‘servants of the 
devil’ he atyles them—loudly quired that he 
shoold be tortured to death. Fortanately the 
“King,” carried “in & chair, appeared on the 
scene, and, on hearing Pinto’s explanations, 
ordered him to be set atliberty. Pinto atthe 
saice time undértook to heal tha prinae’s 
wonnd, and, though no ‘‘chirargion,” man- 
agei todo it in the spsce of @ month, for 
which he received a fee of fifteen hundred 
ducats. The Portogoese then returned to 
T'aneza Shime, whence they sailed for Liampo, 
“which is a seaport of the Kingdom of China, 
where at that time the Portugals” traded,” 
Liampo being the modern Ning-po.

Commencing with the southern portion, the 
lake platean had March rains above the average 
and the same conditions extended soathwards 
and eastwards so that throughout British 
East Africas and German East Africa rainfall 
was considerably above the average. 

Abnormal rain o3zcarred over a wide area 
of Abyssinia about the middle of the month, 
similar to that which fell in Febroary (See 
Summary No. 2, February 1906) since tbe Blue 
Nile gauge at Roséires was effected on March 
‘16, and the Sobat (Baro) gauge at Gambela

WEATHER IN EGYPT.

OFFICIAL SUMMARY, 


The following summary of the weather in 
Egypt, the Sudan, and the surrounding region 
during the month of March, has been issued 
by the Survey Department :— 

GENERAL Conpit1oNs.—The month opened 
with four days of fine weather. Pressure was 
very high in an anticyclone to the west, but 
gradually gave way before the advance of a 
low pressure area of ill-defined shape, that 
assomed considerable. intensity on the 5th 
when the centre lay apparently to the north 
of Port Said. The 6th was very stormy and 
rainy over the whole of Lower Egypt, and the 
storm, but without rain, appears to have 
reached the Persian Galf on the 7th~or 8th. 
On the 6th pressure was highest: south of 
Malta and continued so till the 9th. On the |. 
10th the normal trend of the isobars with high 
pressure over the Sahara was renewed, and on 
the next daya V offshoot froma very exten- 
sive depression which had slowly traversed 
Russia led to southerly winds in the north

rainfall at this date as Koseires gaoge began 
to rise a second time on March 26. 

These storms cannot be regarded as pre- 
cursors. of the summer or monsoon rains, since 
these have hardly passed the Equator at this 
period and also the first storm, like that of 
February, seems to have arrived from the 
eastward and to have travelled in @ south- 
westerly direction. They ar3 quite exceptional 
occnrrences, and although daily gauge readings 
exist for the Delta Barrage from 1846 to 
1861 and for Assouan from 1871 to the present 
time, none of these 50 years show any risein 
February or March such as these two rain- 
bursts have caused thia year, except g feeble 
one in 1847 at the end of March and some- 
what larger ones in May 1847 and 1852. 

River AND Lake Gavars.—Lake Victoria, 
which was rising in February, continued to do 
so throughont March, and probably Lake 
Albert, which had ceased to fall last month, 
has done the same. 

On the Bahr-el-Jebel the level fall steadily 
from the beginning of the month until the 16th 
when the rainstorm passed over this region 
and raised the river level by 30 cm. between 
then and the 22nd at Mongalla.. 

This rise was as usual imperceptible at Bor 
134 kilometres farther down-stream, but at 
Ghaba-Shambé 197 kilometres more to the 
north, rain must have fallen on the Bahr-el- 
Zaraf marshes as a slight rise took place. — 

On the Sobat’ a slight rise is shown by the 
gauges at both Tawfor (Nasser) and Doleib- 
Hilla about the middle of the month, but} 
complete readings have not yet bzen received. 
On the Blue Nile the water level at Roseires 
rose from 11.53 metres on the 11th Feb. to 
12.33 metres on the 25th Feb, arid 12.64 me- 
tres on the 29th Mar., after which it fell. This 
rise markedly affected all the Blde Nile gauges, 
and produced a total rise of 0.19 metres at 
Khbartoam during the first week of April ; this 
coming soon after the February: rise which 
reached Khartoum on March 1-10 has checked 
the nortnal fall of theriver and has tarnished a 
very considerable volume of water, so that the 
very low summer levels Which were to be anti- 
cipated from a poor flood and moderate Septem- 
ber and. October rains, will now be replaced by 
fairly good ones as a result of 1) the heavy 
rains at the end of November, 2) those of 
February and 3) those of March ; a wholly 
unexpected result prolaced by meteorologisal 
conditions which occur most rarely, as has been: 
said above. 
Below Khartoum the rise of Febraary has’ 
affected the March levels of the river, while 
that, -of March will not reach stations until 
April.

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SUGAR MARKET.

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The Constantinople correspondent of the 
“Frankfiirter Zeitung” states that German sugar 
will shortly be able to compete under favour- 
able conditions in the Turkish market. Many 
attempts to cesure such conditions have failed 
in previous years, the chief difficulties being 
that German firms were not sufficiently well 
rapresente?, nor did they find it convenient to 
export the “Concasse” sugar, which is most in 
demand on the Turkish market, Farther, sugar 
exported by sea from Hamburg took nearly 
three weeks to reach -its destination, and ship- 
pings were irregolar and infrequent, whilst 
Russfan and Austrian sugar was conveyed from 
O iessa and Trieste regularly every week and 
took two and seven days respectively to arrive. 

But recently an arrangement has been come 
to whereby the Constantinople Wharfioger 
Company leases to the German importers large 
bondhouses capable of holding fron» 600 to 700 
tons, and the German Levant line has promised 
cheap rates and more frequent sailings. En- 
cashment of the prices per invoice is under- 
taken by the Deutsche Orientbank. Finally, |

If, -aftera certain length of 
time which long experience of this delightful 
process showed to be sufficient, he found him- 
self adhering to the seat, the beer was conside- 
vei not to be adulterated; but if, on the con- 
trary, he could get away freely, it was proof
